1 am 
in full agreement ttist the review of requirenicnts must take full 
accoil^ of the need of operational commanders for intelligence, 
and will of course look to DIA to represent their interests in 
the e^rcise. 1 also agree that the present exercise must neces- 
sarily. be in the nature of an initial review and that the refinement 
of ii^lllgence requirements should be regarded as a continuing 
proosuis. 

S 1 hope early next week to be able to send you a draft of our 
proposed sta^ment defining the objectives of the review of "Early 
Warning" intelligence activities which P ~| Is undertaking, 

together with a tentative outline of the various topics and subjects 
to be covered in this report. In the meantime, I am very grateful 
indeed for your support of this undertaking.
